2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims an electrochemical device comprising an anode which is chemically 
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rechargeable, and a solid-state electrolyte, which remains solid at operating 
temperature of the device, in ionic communication with the anode, wherein at least a 
portion of the anode is liquid at a temperature at which the anode is operated, and 
wherein the device is capable of producing electricity in the absence of fuel. 
Applicant claims an electrochemical device comprising an anode constructed of a 
material such that the anode is a chemically rechargeable anode comprising a liquid 
metal comprising tin, and a solid-state electrolyte, which remains solid at operating 
temperature of the device, in ionic communication with the anode, wherein the device is 
capable of producing electricity in the absence of fuel. 

In the prior art of record, Koch, DE 4004220 C1 , teaches a cathode comprising tin 
oxide. Horita, GB 2278010, teach a solid-state electrolyte. 

However, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a solid-state electrolyte, which remains solid at operating temperature of 
the device, in combination with an anode wherein at least a portion of the anode is 
liquid at which the anode is operated and the device is capable of producing electricity 
in the absence of fuel.
